<agsault.” onthe commandant—whereupon 
three of her female companions took poison 
and died, followed by two of the men in 
prison with Mr. Devrses; who killed them- 
selves as'a protest against.the treatment of 
the women. However, a3 we have said, we 
cannot give a just idea of: the book, which 
effectually. disposes of Russia's claim’ to 
civilise others. We quoted recently from a 
home paper Mr. DzvTscu’s account of the 
Blngovestehensk massacre. He was in the 
town at the’ time and. gives in his book a 
photograph of the scene of the atiocity.

OUDENS LINITBD IN LIQUIDATION, 

Mr. J. Scott Harston, of Messrs. Ewonsond 
Haraton, solicitors, appeared in support of an 
appoal by the British American Tobacco Com- 
pauy, ‘Limited, o9 assignees of Ogduns 
Limited's trade wark in Hosgkong from 
adjudication of stamp duty. Mr. F. BL 
‘Bowley, Crown, Solicitor, appeared for tho 
respondent, Hon. L, A. M. Johoston, the 
Acting Colloctor of Stamp Ruvenne, 

It appears thot on 19th Jano of Jast year, 
1903, Ogdens Limited, now in liquidation, 
transferred theie trade-mark so for os Hong- 
kong wan concerned to the British- American 
Tobacco: Company for the sum of £100, . The 
Acting Collector of Stamp Revonuo adjuicated 
that the stump-duty on tho ossignment was S10 
under the Ordor in Counail of June 3, 1903, 
the considorstion being nominal, Appollants 
appealed against this adjudication, and axserted 
that the duty should be only $6, the convidern- 
tion being not nominal, :
